WE CLAIM: 

1 . A new and distinct variety of landscape shrub rose plant 
characterized by the following combination of characteristics: 

(a) exhibits a compact, upright and bushy growth habit, 

(b) forms continuously in clusters attractive vibrant double red-orange 
blossoms with light rosy-orange on the under surface of the recurved 
petals, 

(c) forms satiny medium green adult foliage, 

(d) displays excellent tolerance to Black Spot and Powdery Mildew; and 

(e) is particularly well suited for growing as attractive ornamentation in 
parks and gardens; 

substantially as herein shown and described. 
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
